Commissions, 
boards,  councils  and  other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct  the  people's  business.  This 
ordinance  assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the  people  and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the 
people's  review.

Hearing  of  persons  interested  in  or  objecting  to  the  decision  of  the  Planning  Department  dated  March  28, 

2005  (Case  No.  2004.081  OE),  exempting  from  environmental  review  the  proposal  to  demolish  an  existing, 
two-story,  single-family  structure,  and  construct  in  its  place  a four-story,  two  unit  building.  The  existing 
building  is  about  29-feet-tall  and  contains  approximately  950  gross  square  feet  (gsf),  with  two  bedrooms,  and 
two  independently  accessible  parking  spaces.  The  new  building  would  be  about  40  feet  tall,  four-stories, 
about  4,934,  gsf  of  space,  containing  two  dwelling  units  (with  three  bedrooms  each),  and  two,  independently 
accessible  parking  spaces.
